Attached are guidelines on the "Standard Practice for Traffic Signals -Flashing Operations on
State Highway System". These guidelines are intended to ensure statewide consistency for
traffic control si"gnals on the State Highway System to operate in the steady mode at all times.
As a means of reducing delays at signalized intersections, traffic control signals may be .
programmed to operate in a flashing mode during late night hours. As a means to develop the
initial monitoring list as stated in the Standard Practice Guidance, please notify the Traffic
En~eering and Safety Systems Branch by June 30, 2004 of the traffic signals that are
programmed to operate in a flashing mode.
